formed painlessly at the moment 
the rapid and deep breathing pro- 
duces diuiness in the subject. 


A Preach physician, after ex- 
tensire study of the practices of 
the fakirs and miracle performers 
of Northern Africa, particularly 
the tribe of Aissaodas. who drive 
nails through their hands or even 
Into their skulls without evincing 
any sign of pain, has captured their 
secret-—a principle of nature hith- 
erto either unre-.ealcd or disr«.««ird- 
ed. la studying the methods of 
these fakirs it was observed that 
before attempting: their feats they 
indulged in preliminary exercises 
which it was at first thought were 
merely meant to impress thier au- 
diences, but which now appear to 
be an indispensable preparation for 
their performance.
